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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In response to Applicant's argument that the double patenting rejection was 
improper, the Examiner agrees. Applicant states: 

"In other words, the present divisional application was filed in order to pursue subject 
matter withdrawn from consideration in the parent application in view of the Examiner's 
Restriction Requirement of March 12, 2003. Therefore, in view of the above-quoted 
portion of 35 USC 12 1 , it is submitted that the Examiner's double patenting rejection 
set forth in the outstanding Office Action is improper. Accordingly, the Examiner is 
respectfully requested to withdraw the double patenting rejection."
